addition lo this, agricullural colleges, farm bureaus, stale 
boards of agriculture and similar organizations are urged to 
co-operate with Ihe association in ils cfl'orl lo raise (he price 
of wheat. 


H is dSfiicull lo find justification for such a move al this 


time. Three dollars a bushel isabig price for wheal, and with 
prices generally tending downward there is no apparent reason 
why wheat should be kept at such a figure. That it can not 
be kept there under (he law of supply and demand becomes 
evident in view of the effort to raise il lo thai point and main- 
tain it by concerted action on thc part of the growers, aided 
and abetted, if Ihe prayer of the farmers is answered, by agri- 
cultural colleges and other organizations. 


The wheat growers of Ihe country-.were well cared for by 


Ihe government during the war. The price was made high to 
stimulate production, and with this the people found no faull 
at a lime when the country was bending every energy to win 
Hie war. 
But now that the war is a thing of Ihc past and Ihc 


effects of natural law—Ihe law of supply and demand—arc 
beginning lo be felt il is not cheering lo learn of efforts lo 
compel consumers to coulimie to pay war prices. 


It looks very much as if Ihe farmers had taken a lesson from 


the meal packers, thc clothing manufacturers and others who 
have been pleading with the public to be leiiicnl with them 
and allow them to continue the "raking oil'" process'for an 
indefiiiflc period. 


This sorl of thing is all wrong, and with il Ihc public will 


have little patience. The time appears lo be al hand for a 
general readjustment and there should be no interference with 
the process. 
Attempts to barricade against the change, un- 


welcome as if may be lo (he beneficiaries of ilie flush limes 
that have so long prevailed, should be frowned upon by the 
public, which has had grievous burdens lo bear for a long 
lime, and which has borne (hem with less complaint than 
might have been expected. While the war was in progress
